•VUi'ureiit ly tin* ItUxHlstork lu*4*»*th*rs Keiitueky 
lij. V(. at least awakened to some of their sliorteoiii- 
iiiL's ami have n-eeiitly formed an orttauixulioii. 
\viios<> aeknow l(*d:;ed ohjeet is the imrehase ami iiii- 
jKirtatiou of hhHalstuek from abroad ami it is eer- 
tain that tlie direi-tors of this or*.rauizatio]i will not 
eonteut themselves with the impurtnt ion of an iii- 
tei'ior graile <if stoek. For s<^me lino* tnist. except 
ill a few isolated eases, our breeders have been eon- 
tent to rnh ahiiit; with what practically amounted 
to the otl’.seonrings of tin* European market ami I 
am eonvima*d that more real uood will come from 
the iiiiporlal ion ef on<* jiiM»d stallion than from a 
lield full of the otln*r sort. In pionee*.* days our 
old time .Vnieriean hreeilers and turfmen. d(*spite the 
dan;:<*rp encountered from the stormy passage scro.ss 
the westc'iii oe»*ati. lM*fore tin* days of expeditions 
steam travel and at a time v.hen it freptently tiaik 
months to make tin* trip, stimd ever ready, unde- 
terred by the obvious risk, to )iurchase iln* lK*st 
lo bo had abroad. 

The rei'.irds show that an evi ii dozen winners of 
the Derliy. eleven winners of tin* St. I.«*;;er and live 
winners of tin* Two Thousand Ciiineas have at one 
time or another been iminn-ted into North .Vmcrica. 
8<*veu of lhes<* were fouled before the dawn of the 
limeleenth eeiilur.v. 

Diomed. the first winner of England's greaU*st 
elasslc. heads the list of Uerb.v \vinm*r importations, 
f.illowed b.v Saltram. .lolin itull. Spreaii Eagle. Sir 
llair.v, Eainlog. I'riam. tieorge l-rederiik. SI. Hlaisc*. 
Si. i:.*iti(*n. Ormoinie and Il<K-k Sand, the last two 
of whieh won the Two TlnHisand Cnineas and St. 

I.eger as well. The St. I.eger winners eomprise I’he- 
iiomenoii. Spadilie, itarebml. Uowton. .Mango. .Mar- 
> grave, Knight of ,St. (!i*otge, l>on .Ion and lla.von 
d'Or. ami ihe Two 'i'Uoukauii tyiuMeiis are Uiddles- 
worih. Ijleiicoe ami i‘rim*«* t'harlie. 

It may not la* uninteresting to run through the 

winniiig |ierformano»*s of these big guns ami other

"r lltak Sand. but. if prei*edi*nt Is- any gniile, their 
ili*sceinlanls will also fail to establish strong male 
lilii*s of lht*1r own. Tin* main <*ontributor.v causes 
to tint non-siic(s*ss of Iht* imisirted stallions in this 
particular are climatic infiuence and tlm introilnc- 
tion of imimre or tainti*il stains. 

D.'onii'd. foali*il in 1777. our first elasslt* ht*ro. has

id' S|H*clator and won tin* D«*rby. then run at the 
distanci* of om* mib*. Diomed was bri*d ami owm*il 
by Sir t'harb*s Dnnbiir.r and imisirti*d by t'ldonel 
lItMimi*s of Virginia wln*n iwi*nty-lwo yi*ars of age 
ami was assnrt*ill.v a tiorse of marv<*lous i*onst itntion 
ami vitality, for In* was not gaih**ri*<l to his fatln*rs 
until tin* thiri.v-rtrst mili*stoiie had bet*ii pa.sst*d. 
DhooeiTs hesi was the pure brt*d Sir .\rchy. tin* aii- 
eestor of the rt*nowiied l.i*\ington. which rankt*d as
